His action recalled testimony by 
Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe, mental ex­ 
pert, that Harriman had frequently 
spoken of a desire to go to New Jer­ 
sey to “get a gun ” It was assumed 
that he wanted to use th6 gun to 
destroy himself.

U. S. Dis­ 
trict Attorney Medalie flashed word 
to the New Jersey authorities, and 
men were hurried to the ferry land­ 
ing on that side of the river in an 
effort to head the banker off.

Rapidly, 
the new 
highway 
from Espyville to Andover, O., is 
being constructed across the Py- 
matuning dam, and apparently 
the enormous fill necessary for 
the new road is nearly complet­ 
ed. As rapidly as possible, the 
rip-rap stone from the Neshan- 
nock quarries is being laid up 
on the sides of the highway to 
prevent wash when the lake is 
filled. 
The old course of the highway has 
been changed and instead of Jogging 
to the right near where the camp 
was located in Espyville while the 
clearance was going on, the high­ 
way cuts straight across in an air 
line. 
The cour.se of the Shenango 
river has been changed also, the 
channel being diverted at the bridge 
separating Pennsylvania and Ohio 
and runs about three-eighths of a 
mile 
laterally into Pennsylvania. 
Here it is turned again to go under 
the high bridge which was built as 
a part of the highw^ay construction. 
Immense Fill. 
Where the earth for the fill has 
been taken out of the dam bed are 
huge holes that have become filled 
with water and immense pools have 
bf'en formed. The earth has been 
dragged over to the fill and seems 
to be nearly all completed with the 
exception of several hundred yards 
on the Ohio side. 
In length the 
highway is 2Va miles as it crosses 
the dam and when completed and 
the lake is filled will give Pennsyl­ 
vania a highway that will be a vest 
pocket edition of the famous seaway 
at Key West, Pla. 
The stone from the Neshannock 
quarries shows to much better ad­ 
vantage in the form of rip-rapping 
than it does in the quarries. Cut in 
huge slabs 24 inches thick it is pro­ 
viding a stone coating for an earth 
fill that will attract tourists from 
many states. 
Standing on the new bridge high 
above the level of the dam one gets 
a picture just now that will not be 
possible when the water is impound­ 
ed. Thousands of acres unfold be­ 
fore the eye, stripped of shrubbery 
and trees, and as level as an athletic 
stadium. One can easily imagine a 
day when Lake Erie or some other 
Jake filled the entire area up there. 
This point, the new bridge over the 
highway Is easily the most advan­ 
tageous spot in the whole Pj’^matun- 
ing development, although to get to 
it one must drive over a newly fill­ 
ed road that is uneven. 
Dam Site Attracts. 
The dam site itself is attracting 
thousands of visitors just now. The 
rip-rapping Inside the dam and 
along the course of the emergency 
outlet has been completed, the stri- 
way down to the outlet of the dam 
has been completed, and the out­ 
side bank of the dam sown up in 
rye. 
The gate house Is almost up a.s 
high as it will be built and the steel 
screens are installed on the dam 
site. The gate house Is of stone, in 
harmony with the rip-rapping work 
and looks like a lodge at the edge 
of .some vast estate. 
Jlist now' there is little water pass­ 
ing through the outlet gates of the 
dam.

Political Pressure Used 
“The result thus far in the roll 
call of states has not been very sat­ 
isfying to the drys.

have voted for repeal that were 
formerly dry.

Individual income tax returns filed 
in 1932 fell off to a materially great­ 
er degree in Pennsylvania than in 
the country as a whole, the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue reported today.
